The whole 
expense of the Chinese war of Sir H. Pottinger, includ- 
ing payments by the East India Company, was £4,200,000 
a smaller sum than they demanded for this single year, 
though that war lasted several years; the entire amount 
of the votes were, therefore, £5,850,000. After detail- 
ing his former estimate, and his original provision ot 
2,550,000 for the Chinese expedition, he came to the 
provision which would be necessary to make for the 
43,300,000 not as yet provided for. He said he had no 
reason to depart from, the estimates of his Budget; 
and the experience of the year up to June last 
were, as regards income, highly satisfactory, exceeding 
the expectations of the Government ; still, he could not 
venture to improve upon his estimates on this acovunt. 
Taking into consideration all probable contingencies, 
the surplus of his late Budget, as it stood, correcting 
certain errors which it contained, would have been 
about £64,000. The retention of the paper duty would, 
perhaps, produce £700,000 addi ; hence they had 
the £500,000 already estimated, and the £264,000 and 
£700,000 just mentioned. Deducting these sums from 
the £3,800,000 of the China vote, there remained 
£2,336,000 to be provided for. That sum he would ask 
the committee to provide, partly by taxation, and y 
by other means, following, in this case, the inary 
precedence of tithes of war.

invent into New Orleans, in the shape of a cotton- 
cleanser. A quantity of the dirtiest cotton, scarcely
